ed nil defeated candidates for gov- 
ernor and lieutenant governor to 
unite in a call, since they in a sense 
might be said to represent those 
who voted for them at the primary; 
and if all joined in calling such 
conference it could not be said to 
have been called in the interest of 
any one candidate. I was prompted 
to make the suggestion by the flood 
of requests from all parts of the 
state that I become an independent 
candidate, which I did not wish to 
do. 
The sole purpose of the sug- 


gestion was to adopt some method' 
by which the real republican vote of 
the state could, .be. jaadc. .effective 
iigainst the. Nonpartisan socialistic 
menace, leaving .-it ;for the confer- 
ence to determine how it should be 
done.

EFORM ,or revolt, which? Are you a conservative, or a 
reactionary? This editorial is for you. Take your choic 


between reform or revolution between the method of the old 
Russian autocracy in. dealing with social unrest and economic 
discontent and what should be the American method,,jf we are 
to be true tj the spirit of democracy. 


Revolution came in Russia, and it came as the inevitable 


resuH of trying to overcome social and political discontent by 
repression and oppression. The duma, composed of chosen rep- 
resentatives of people, was dissolved by imperial ukase. The 
Kerensky government, a representative democracy, was given 
little help, or encouragement by our government and the other 
governments of Europe, although we did send Elihu Root to 
give the Russians a curtain lecture, in recognition of 'their being 
willing to fight with the alKes. When the Kerensky government 
fell, and the government of Benine and Trotzky came into power, 
there was still a chance to keep Russia on the side of the allies. 
The Soviets appealed in vain to our government for aid which 
would have made it unnecessary for them to ratify the Brest- 
Litovsli peace. 


The Russian revolutionary government has been successful 


in maintaining itself for nearly three years, although we have 
been told a hundred times that it could not last three weeks. 


And now comes the Italian revolution. Hundreds of manu- 


facturing plants have been siezed by the employes. Last week 
had the employers followed Giolitti's advice and granted the 
moderate' demands of the employes memorial, manufacturers 
could have had their factories back, and at least a three or five 
year true* obtained. 


Revolutions may be unjustified, although of course'we do 


not think OURS was, but they always have a CAUSE.
